The argument that the examiner's position over the presence or absence of 
acetylenically unsaturated hydrocarbons and allenes is not supported from the reference 
and a hindsight reconstruction is not persuasive since the presence of these components 
cannot be found anywhere in the reference. Further, applicants also do not claim 
excluding or including these components by reciting the expression "not containing any 
significant amounts . . (see claims). 

The argument that according to the teaching in the submitted article "Crude 
Butadiene to Styrene Process", the examiner's position "using any butadiene feed would 
yield similar results" is in error is not persuasive since the article would guide one having 
oridinary skill in the art away from using the butadiene produced by cracking, not by 
dehydrogenation as disclosed by Adams.
